| Romance of the Missing Gainsborough. 


I heartily congratulate Messrs. Agnew, the 
distinguished picture-dealers, upon the recovery 
of Gainsborough's noble painting of the 
“ Beautiful Duchess of Devonshire,” which, 
stolen from their gallery in New Bond Strect 
iu May 1876, was restored to Mr. C. Morland 
Agnew at Chicago a week or two ago through 
the instrumentality of the Criminal Inv:stiga- 
tion Department of-Great Scotland Yard and of 
Mr. A. W. Pinkerton, the Sherlock Holmes of 
America. This historic painting of a famous 
beuuty (of which some notion may be obtained 
from the print on the next page) was purchased 
by Messrs. Agnew at the Wynn Ellis sale in 76 
for £10,605, the highest sum paid up to that time 
for a single picture at Christie's. Mr. Lockett 
Agnew contradicts the report that £5000 had 
been paid for the restoration of the picture to 
its rightful owners, and adds the interesting 
information that the portrait of the Duchess ot 
Devonshire will soon be on view at the West End 
Naturally, the arrival of Mr. Morland Agnew 
with the celebrated canvas at Liverpool in the 
Etruria attracted much attention on Monday, aud 
the recovery has been the topic of town talk 
since. The New York Correspondent of tho 
Daily Telegraph is right when he says the discovery 
of this stolen picture has revealed a romance 
as strange as any in fiction. When Mr. Agnew 
sailed for England on the Etruria with the canvas 
there was also on board the man who stole the 
picture. His identity has not been made 
public, but it has been ascertained that he has 
been living quietly in England with a family wlio 
are not aware of his past, The recovery was 
secured through the instrumentality of

A Wireless War Balloon to be operated by 
Hertzirn waves is the newest engine of destruction tobe 
devised by bloodthirsty scientists, Mr. Henry B. Cameron, 
of Chicago, who is new in London, is the inventor of what 
may be called the Marconi wireless war balloon. Coming 
so close upon the story that the American Government, has 
secured a wireless and dirigible torpedo, Mr. Cameron's 
announcement is very interesting, 


Another Navigable Balloon. Interested spec- 
tators have recently witnessed a series of experiments at 
the Crystal Palace in connection with the movements of a 
gas cylinder. In shape the very latest flying machine“ 
is, as will be seen from our sketch, something between a 
huge cigar and a mammoth sausage. The specimen 
exhibited was a type of the large navigable balloon which 
it is hoped to carry out. “The model was 17.ft.. by 
3ft. o in. in diameter; the great air-ship which it 
is proposed to construct at a cost of £2000 would 
be 100ft. Jong, perhaps 80 ft. in diameter, and, with 
a capacity of 10,000 cubic feet, would have a lifting 
capacity, when filled with hydrogen, of 7000 Ib. Part of 
this lifting capacity would be absorbed by four motors, 
petroleum-driven, and capable of rotating six-foot screws, 
which would each weigh from one to two hundredweight— 
something less than 1000 Ib. for the four, : The screws 
which these motors are to rotate are not for lifting, but 
only for steering and propulsion. One is situated at the 
bow, one at the stern, and two at the sides; all four are

Pear Trees as Bushes. 

So many inquiries reached me respecting the dwarf fruit- 
trees illustrated some months ago that I now give a few 
letails of cultivating pear trees as bushes on quince stock. 
Pyramidal pear-trees on the quince stock, where the fruit- 
varden is small, and the real gardening-artist feels pleasure 
in keeping them in a healthy and fruitful state by perfect 
ontrol over the roots, should be annually operated upon as 
follows: A trench should be dug round the tree, about 
18 in. from its stem, every autumn, just after the fruit 
is gathered, if the soil be sufficiently moist—if not, it will 
be better to wait until the usual autumnal rains have 
fallen ; the roots should then be carefully examined, and

filled with the compost (well-rotted dung and the mould 
irom an old hotbed, equal parts, will answer exceeding 
well); the surface should be covered with some half-rot 
dung, and the roots left until the following autumn brings 
its annual care.
